With the acceptance by the Cuban 


convention of the I'iatt amendment, 
without change or alteration from the 
form in which it was adopted by con- 
gress, practically nothing remains to 
muk.- the constitution satisfactory to 
this government. There have been no 
official exchanges between the conven- 
tion and the authorities* here since the 
convention met. all the negotiations 
having been conducted through Gener- 
al Wood, the governor general of Cuba 


President'* Approval Amnirpd. 


General Wood has kept the war de- 


partment advised of every step taken 
by the convention, and the administra- 
tion has, been able to follow its work- 
Ings from flay to day and by sugges- 
tions enabled the delegates to frame a 
constitution whose approval by the 
president of the United States is as- 
sured in advance. 


When the constitution has been com- 


pleted by the convention, it will be 
.sent to Washington for approval, and 
in the meantime the convention will 
devote itself to enacting an electoral 
law. This electoral law has already 
been drawn and has received the ap- 
proval of the administration. Should 
it pass in its present form nothing will 
remain to make the Cuban republic a 
fact except the election of officers and 
their inauguration. 


It is said bore that whether the Unit- 


ed States troops will be withdrawn as 
goon ns the new government has been 
put Into operation will rc-.st largely with 
the Cubans themselves. 


They may not desire to have the 


troops taken away until a. military or 
constabulary force for the maintenance 
of public order has demonstrated its 
elHcieucy. Under the electoral law the 
elections cannot take place until 'JO 
days afte) noti<e has been given, and 
thh. means that it will be late in the 
fall before the Cubans will hnve the 
opportunity of selecting those who are 
to govern them.

move in the matter of the granting of 
ireet railway franchises by the city 
ouuclls was made when ex-Postmas- 
er General John Wnnamater seat a 
etter 10 Mayor Ashbridge offering to 
ay to the city $:i.5GO,OUO for the povr- 
rs, rigins and franchises granted and 
uieuded to ft- sranTed by J4 ordi-' 


ces of council uow awaUiuK the 


uayorV approval. 
These 14 ordinances give to a number 
f capitalists who are friendly to the 
.omiuant faction in the Republican 
arty in this stale the right to eon- 
truct underground and elevated raH- 
vays on streets now occupied by sur- 
ace railway companies and to build 
urfaee roads on those streets now oc- 
npied by other companies. The speed 
vith which the enabling acts were 
assed by the legislature and the pas- 
age by the city councils in three days 
f the 14 city ordinances has aroused 
pposltion in certain quarters. 
It has been understood, but not ofB- 
ially announced, that the Union Trac- 
ion company, which occupies most of 
he streets of the city, would contest 
he granting of the privileges, along 
ith Albert Johns*n. who desires to 
(instruct street railways and charge 3 
ent fares. Up to this time Mr. Waua- 
naker had not figured in the matter, 
iut his participation against the grant- 
ng of the franchises does not conie 
with surprise. 


FrauciiliieM of Euormona Value. 
Mr. \Vauamaker in his letter says he 


believes the franchises granted by 
hese ordinances are of enormous mon- 
ey value, that the people will get noth- 
ng for these franchises, passengers 
will have no cheaper transportation 
and that the only gainers will be those 
financially interested in the projects. 
He urges the mayor to veto the ordi- 
nances before him in order that new 
ordinances may be drafted conferring 
:he franchises in question only upon 
:he payment of a sum of money into 
lie public treasury commensurate to 
the value of the grant. 


Mr. Wanamaker says he will cheer- 


fully pay the sum of ?2.500,000, but 
suggests that if the new ordinances re- 
quired the franchises to be put up at 
auction and sold to the highest bidder 
in amount largely ta excess of that 
which he had offered could be readily 
secured. 
His offer, he continues, is 


merely'an indication in concrete form 
of the magnitude of the gift conferred 
upon private citizens without return to 
the people. "It »seems to me," he con- 
cludes, ''that to give away such fran- 
chises for nothing when others stand 
ready to pay millions for the same 
rights is little short of public plunder." 


In order that the offer might reach 


the mayor before he signed tho ordi- 
nances Mr. Wanamaker prepared two 
.etters. One was sent to the mayor's 
private residence, and the other was 
personally banded to the mayor by Mr. 
Wanamaker's secretary during the ex- 
ercises incident to the formal accept- 
ance of the new mint building by the 
United States government. The instant 
the mayor recognized the handwriting 
of Mr. YVanamaker he threw the letter 
into the crowd without reading it. 


Mayor Askbridge late last night sign- 


ed tho ordinances. He refused to talk 
with reporters about Mr. Vfanamaker's 
protest against his signing the bills.

And this i:niir«>Mon of hurried 


magic is only increased when oae finds 
that ilia uj>;>er stories are" more often 
Than not nu-i€-!y a decorative shell, with- 
in which is «;pace aud nothing more. 


Yet Jaipur is a town of considerable 


modern importance, snd its wide streets 
are daily filled with a motley throng of 
native buyers nnd sellers, \i ith a sprin- 
kling of furiosity stricken tourists. Here, 
pacing softly on his padded feet, may be 
seen" a hooded cheetah, submissive in his 
blindness to his leaders. But let the hood 
s!ip, and '''Ware the tiger!" 
Here a 


naked, ash covered fakir, strides proudly 
through the crowds, his long, matted hair 
hanging down his back, his red lidded 
eyes taking apparent cognizance of no 
oni\ at bis hoe's one or two disciples of 
either sex. And here, serenely conscious 
of his importance as he swing-s majes- 
tically from side to side in the wide path 
which every one hastens to clear for him, 
comes one of the maharajah's elephants, 
bearing on his broad forehead the paint- 
ed insignia of his royal master. 


It is in Jaipur that the traveler is first 


subjected to the overpowering temptation 
of Indian brasswork—I use the adjective 
"overpowering" advisedly. 
Here, too, 


tlie artful "hawker man" dangles before 
the helpless femininity native necklaces 
of amethyst, garnet, turquoise and amber, 
and if one escapes from this ordeal with 
a single ''pie" there is always another to 
undergo~when the lovely saris—long cot- 
ton cloths worn by both men and women 
—are brought out to dazzle the eye and 
open the poeketbook. These cloths are 
from five to nine yards long and are dyed 
in the softest and most beautiful colors 
that eastern taste can suggest, and so 
long as two threads hang together those 
colors seem to endure. 


Tbe process of laundering these saris is, 


like most processes in this land where 
taking things easy has been reduced to a 
fine art, a very simple one. The precepts 
of their native religions, however they 
may differ in other respects, are alike ia 
compelling many ablutions. 
So Hindoo, 


Mohammedan, Sikh and Buddhist, when 
about to take a bath, will strip down to 
the loin cloth and give their other gar- 
ment the same treatment given to their 
bodies, after which they drape it around 
their legs and shoulders, wet or dry, as it 
may be, assured that the kindly sun of 
India will do the rest. 


The ancient city of Amber and Jaipur's 


former capital lies about five miles to the 
east of the present royal residence. It is 
reached by a long avenue lined by a tall 
hedge of cacti, behind which are scat- 
tered venerable tombs, ruined temples 
and deserted villas. The famous palace 
of Amber, second in. renown to only one 
other in all this great land of palaces, lies 
on the rocky side of a range of hills, up 
whose rugged slopes climbs tbe but- 
tressed wall of the old city, and high 
above nil stands the guardian fort, its 
ramparts unmanned, its watch towers 
forsaken, its very existence nn anomaly, 
-where there is nothing left to g'lard but 
empty walls. 
In a hollow below the 


palace a tiny lake ruffles it bravely in 
the passing breeze; on its bosom the 
creamy lotus blooms, and in its depths 
the palace sees the constant reflection of 
her forsaken charms. 'Tis n very Vashti 
among palaces, and the preferred Esther 
at Jaipur is not to bo compared to her. 


Without were juttiug balconies, with 


screens of cunningly carved alabaster, 
latticed windows behind which dark eyes 
had Hashed and soft voices murmured, 
and broad marble steps tbat had echoed 
to the tread of many a princely warrior. 
Within were rows upon rows of fluted 
columns, miles of marble halls, stately 
pavilions where the "lord of lords" had 
dispensed justice and injustice to Iiis 
waiting vassals nnd vaulted rooms whose 
ceilings aud walls were curiously inlaid 
with the mirrored and spangled work for 
which Jaipur has long been famous. The 
minors used in the decorations are not 
more than an inch square, and the ef- 
fect of the innumerable reflections as one 
stands iu an alcove nnd moves the hands 
nnd head is both bewildering and beau- 
tiful. 
. Simple prose fails to give any adequate 
idea of the beauty and wealth which the 
oriental potentates lavished and lavish 
upon the magnificent buildings which 
'they erect today, occupy tomorrow and 
desert in a twelvemonth. They are scat- 
tered from one end of India to the other, 
abandoned to the birds, the bats and the 
tourist. Amber, however, is uot entirely 
given over to these three. At tho head 
of one flight of steps stands a grimy, 
smoky temple to Kali the Terrible, and 
daily a kid is sacrificed here to propitiate 
or appease this dreadful goddess. 


The morning we were there n little 


Wenting creature was tugging at Its rope 
as if aware of the impending fate, and al- 
tar, floor and steps were stained with the 
blood of many a previous sacrifice. 
The 


attendant priests showed us the heavy 
isacrificial kuives and offered for a small 
monetary consideration to lot us see tho 
cpreuiony. Looking backward, I almost 
wish T had seen it, but at the moment, 
itud face to face with tho trembling vic- 
tim, which tried to climb Into tny arms, 
nothing could have induced mo to give it 
the indifferent sanction of my presence. 


It was midnight when we reached Jai- 


pur, nnd tho whole countryside lay si- 
lent and Rhadowless under the white light 
of tho full moon. 
As wo passed from 


tho station to the neighboring hotel wa 
stopped short in tho road beside some 
shrouded liptires prone by the highway 
and from which canio a continuous low 
moaning. 
"What Is this?" wo cried.

In November, 1S73, Mr. Herman Mori-

One day 
one oC them cume up to him on the deck 
and said that there was u strange man 
in his cabin; that he could see the man's 
face, but that he was sitting with his 
back to the door at the table writing. 
The captain said it was impossible there 
could be any one in his cabin and desired 
the sailor to go and look again. 
When 


he cnme up, he said the man was gone, 
but on the table was the paper on which 
he had •written, with the ink still wet, 
the words, 'Steer due south.' The cap- 
tain said that as he was not pressed for 
time he would act on the mysterious 
warning. He steered due south and mot 
with a t>hip which had been long disabled 
and whose crew was in the last extrem- 
ity. 
The captain of the disabled ship 


said that one of his men was a very 
strange character. He had himself pick- 
ed him up from a deserted ship, and 
since then he had fallen into n cataleptic 
trance in which, when he recovered, ho 
declared that he had been in another 
ship, begging its captain to come to their 
assistance. 
When the man who had

Colonel Henderson 
said, "I shall never to my dying day for- 
get the face of Lord Bridport as I saw 
him. after he was dead."

Prime Importance. 


Now that the value of the open air 


ieat that is required in evaporation will 
again become liberated through the proc- 
ess of precipitation. This is an essential 
fact in the explanation of the chinook 
wiads. It is also well known that a vol- 
ime of air At a given temperature and 
pressure has a certain capacity for hold- 


er moisture and that if we increase the 


temperature, thereby increasing the vol- 
ume, we also increase the moisture hold- 
ag capacity, and, inversely, if we de- 
crease the temperature we decrease its 
capacity. There must then be a point in 
itis reduction process when the air will 
contain a maximum amount of moisture 
for that particular temperature and pres- 
sure, and any reduction below this will 
cause a part of this moisture to be pre- 
cipitated. This point is known as the 
dew point- 


"The moist air from the Pacific moving 


landward becomes cooled by coming in 
contact with the colder mountain and 
still further by expansion due to eleva- 
tion. As the air becomes more and more 
elevated the dew point is finally reached, 
and precipitation is resumed once more. 
By fhis succession of coolings practically 
all the moisture is deposited on the west- 
ward side of the mountain, and when it 


castrated, the great importance of an 
early diagnosis of the disease is evident.

Some People )HIie One Shape 


Some Another, It Seems. 


The form of pictures in use by different 


peoples makes clear their visual prefer- 
ences. Thus, with rectangular pictures 
some prefer height rather than width, 
and others prefer width rather than 
height. There are those who show a 
marled preference for square pictures. 
Round, diamond shaped and triangular 
forms hove their respective admirers. 


Examination of several thousand pic- 


tures on 
1 sale and in private collections 


and emanating from t^p most diverse 
people has interested me- in this subject, 
and I will give some of my conclusions, 
lii rectangular pictures the Japanese are 
alone, preferring those whose width ex- 
ceeds their height. 
The English and 


Americans do not have marked prefer- 
ences in this respect. Other people have 
pictures whose width is less than height, 
their taste in this respect being more or 
less pronounced, so that the proportion of 
high pictures to that of wide pictures is 
in the ratio of 2 among the Germans 
and French, 3 in Turkey, 4 in Italy, 10 
in Spain and 13 in Russia. The Slavs 
delight most of all in the height of their 
pictures. 


For the square form the Japanese ex- 


hibit the greatest preference. Then, in 
decreasing order, the Germans, the Eng- 
lish, the Russians and filially the Latin 
races. The diamond form is appreciated 
by the Germans and Italians. The trian- 
gular, very seldom seen elsewhere, is oc 
casionally met with in Austria and Bel- 
gium. As to pictures of a round form, 
they are numerous only in Germany, in 
Austria and in Russia. 


Two quite interesting peculiarities may 


be cited. One is the disposition shown 
by the Russians to make the right angles 
of rectangular pictures disappear, eithei 
by cutting them otE by the aid of a cir- 
cular arc or by adding to them a part of 
a circle. 
The other peculiarity is fur- 


nished by the Turks, who delight in mod- 
ifications of the lower side of their rec- 
tangular pictures. 


Such are the visual preferences among 


diverse nations according to the indica- 
tion given by their pictures.—From the 
French of M. Delauney in Jewelers' Cir- 
cular-~WeetJy.

The Cancer Microbe. 


Cancer is caused by an animal microbe 


known to science as an amoeba. The 
germ is not the same as that of consump- 
tion and cholera, the latter being vegeta- 
ble growths, while the cancer germ is an 
animal growth, coming under the sumo 
head as those of malaria, yellow fever 
and smallpox. It is one of the lowest 
forms of animal life of which any trace 
has been found. 


In shape the cancer microbe might be 


likened to an ideal money bag, slightly 
elongated. The upper portion, where the 
strings would be tied around the bag, con- 
tains the mouth. Under the microscope 
the germs are shown to possess an inter- 
nal organism, embracing a digestive ap- 
paratus. 


The microbe, entering the human body 


by what process we do not know, fastens 
upon the first cell which it encounters and 
begins to feed upon and destroy the cell 
tissue. Having emptied one cell, it cuts 
its way out and attacks another. During 
its life the microbe duplicates itself thou- 
sands of times, and the home tenanted 
by the colony it thus founds constitutes a 
cancer.

a nerve impulse of a conflicting report. 
The result is a strange confusion of nerve 
impulses taking place in that part of the 
brain where the nerve of balance takes 
its origin. 


Now, if this were all there would be no 


sense of seasickness. But it is not all. 
There is a large nerve which has its sent 
of origin so closely interwoven with that 
of the nerve of balance that wheu that 
seat is in the throes of confusion this 
large nerve becomes agitated and dis- 
turbed. This is called the pneumogaa- 
tric nerve and. passing down the neck 
from the braiu, gives off some of its fila- 
ments to the lungs and heart, and what 
is left is distributed to the walls of the 
stomach. 


The peculiar confusion which takes 


place iu the brain as the result of the 
tossing about of the body from one plane 
to another in quick succession inspires 
the pnenmogastric nerve to send down 
an impulse along its nerve trunk which 
causes nausea and the stomachic convul- 
sions which are associated with suuslck- 
ne.ss.

Kidnaped In London. 


Sun Yat Seu came into prominence in 


London several years ago, wheu he wns 
nearly the cause of an open rupture be- 
tween Great Britain and China. He 
was then known as a violent antidynas- 
tlc politician, and the Chinese Ambas- 
sador, doubtless acting on Instructions, 
kidnaped him as he was passing the 
embassy and imprisoned him with the 
intention of deporting him to China. 
The affair became known, tbe captive 
being able to communicate in some 
way with tbe British authorities. Lord 
Salisbury insisted that the Chinese le- 
gatiou had exceeded the rights and 
privileges accorded to foreign repre- 
sentatives, aud Suu Yat Sou was given 
up.
